Last Monday forty-five members of 
the I. W. W. went there from Seattle 
by steamer but were met at the wharf 
by the citizen posse, loaded into automo- 
biles, and escorted to a point south of 
town, where they were liberated and or- 
aered to leave. 
PLAN TO AVENGE EXPULSION.
